Trapped With Thirty-five Troopers en 


Mexican Seil, He Gave Orden For 
Retreat •• 
Heree Wae Shot From 


Under Him—Returning, , They 
An- 


neunced, "We Took Ne Prisoners." 


It would require L'dO.OOO men to con- 


trol all of Mexico, uccordinx to an esti- 
mate of olllcers of the general muff. 
which was published on .Ian. i.~i. 
In 


arriving ut tills U^urc the military ex- 
perts took into consideration nil pos.sl- 
ble contingencies and proceeded on the 
assumption that: It would lie necessary 
to gweep ihe country from the Itlo 
Grande to the southern bonier. 


Experts agreed that the Mexicans 


who have been engaged in revolution- 
ary activity nre veterans iu their own 
peculiar kind of warfare.' They ure 
thoroughly acquainted with the coun- 
try In which the fighting would be 
done and have adapted themselves to 
the rigors of the Held. Army officers 
believe that there would be no flush 
of opposing armies, but guerrilla fight- 
ing carried on by scattered bnnds. As 
for ammunition, it is believed that 
there would be. a scarcity on tiie part 
of the Mexicans. It has been observed, 
however, that: In lighting along the bor- 
der they have had .considerable artil- 
lery, lucfctding French guns of modern 
type. 'Ac Mexicans also have been 
quite successful iu making weapons of 
their own. 


Three Plane Considered. 


Military experts of the present gen- 


eral staff during the past few months 
have had three plans for intervention 
under consideration. The first provid- 
ed for the capture of Mexican towns 
along the border. The second called 
for the subjugation of Mexican terri- 
tory lying to the north of a line ex- 
tending from Tamplco to Guaymas, 
which includes the region In which are 
located most of tbe so called foreign 
interests, American, British and Ger- 
man. 
The third plan covered n gen- 


eral Mexican campaign. 
They have 


never ventured a guess as to how long 
it would be necessary to keep up guer- 
rilla warfare In Mexico. 


Only by the barest chance did Major 


Frank Tompklns and thirty-five Ameri- 
can troopers of the Thirteenth United 
States cavalry escape with their lives 
from Mexico when a. band of Mexicans, 
estimated from 000 to 1,000 men, turn- 
ed in their flight and gave battle to 
the pursuing Americans. 


•The light took place twenty-five fnllcs 


over the Mexican line, to which point 
the American troops hud chased the in- 
vaders following the attack, under the 
personal leadership of Francisco Villa, 
upon the little New Mexico border 
town of Columbus. 


All day the American soldiers had 


followed the Mexicans, who had not 
stopped in their flight to give battle. 
However, as the day wore on Major 
Tompklns. who commanded the Amer- 
ican cxiHMlitionary force of four troops 
of cavalry, got so far in the lead of the 
rest of his command with only tuirt.y- 
flve men that the Vlllistas dismounted 
and, taking shelter behind sand dunes, 
opened fire. 


Major Tompklns had a bole shot 


through his hat, nnd his horse was 
shot from under him. 
Taking the 


horse of a trooiwr. be mounted, with 
the soldier behind him, and gave or- 
ders for u retreat. As the Americans 
retreated the horses of two other troop- 
ers were shot down, but the men were 
resetted by comrades and carried back 
to safety. 


The little band before reaching the 


border wax Joined by other American 
troops that had bee.n bringing np the 
rear. Joining in tbe fight, they saved 
their lives and drove Ihe Vlllistas back, 
though outnumbered by the Mexicans. 


Led Pietol Battle. 


In the bnttlc Captain -Tens Stedjo 


led n pistol charge of his troop that Is 
described as brilliant At the head of 
bis troo)>ers. with drawn revolvers, ev- 
ery man yelling like a Comanche In- 
dian, the rcturninK soldiers say the 
captain rode directly at the oncoming 
Vlllistas and actually mowed them 
down with his fire. 


Many tumbled from their horses and 


rolled for many yards toward the 
Americans. so rapidly had the Vllllstn 
been advancing on the major and his 
thirty-five men when Captain tStedje 
and his men came to the rescue. 


in uiml night the Villlstn* put back 


to the south and soon dlwipiH-ared in 
the foothills, arroyos and «-a«yoiw so 
numerous In that region. With a smile 
the troopers returning to Kl I'aso an- 
n-.iniccd that "we to«k no prisoners."

A guardian must be appointed 
tor them who must join In tbe applica- 
tion—at a price—and their shares must 
be set aside and held until they are of 
age—also at • price. "Infant's proceed- 
ing*." as such actions are termed, arc 
most technical and expensive, yet un- 
less every contingency Is provided for 
good title cannot be given to the real 
estate. Nor can clear tlt!« be given for 
at least two years after your death. If 
you had left a will you could have In- 
cluded therein a power of sale, and at 
any time when the Interests of tbe es- 
tate demanded it the property could 
have been sold.-.Samuel Scovtlle. .In.

The budget provides for 
war expenditures to carry on the war 
during tbe whole of the fiscal year. 


The expenditures are set forth at 


$7,795,000,000, which was $155,000,000 
less than estimated by Mr. McKenna 
in his budget speech in tbe house of 
commons last September.

cellor had estimated expenditures at 
$7,050,000,000.

TUBERCULOSIS DEATH 


RATE SHOWS DECREASE 


Activities of Society Fighting DIM«M 


Credited With Improvement. 


While the latest report of the bureau 


of the census shows that In 1914 tuber 
culosls caused more than 10 3 per cent 
of all deaths In the registration area 
of the United States, the National As 
Boclatiou For the Study and Prc\cn- 
tlon of Tuberculosis points out that the 
death rote from this disease is steadi- 
ly decreasing. It had declined from 
200 7 per 100,000 population In 1904 to 
140.8 in 1914. This would Indicate, the 
association claims, that the anti-tuber- 
culosis movement organized in the last 
ten years is having a marked effect on 
the mortality of tuberculosis, especial- 
ly since the death rate from this dis- 
ease seems to be declining more rapid 
ly than the general death rate from all 
causes. 


Commenting on this decrease in the 


rate from tuberculosis, the bureau of 
the census says: 


"As a result of a more general un- 


derstanding of the tews of health, the 
importance of fresh air, etc.. due in 
part, no doubt, to the efforts of the 
various societies for the prevention of 
tuberculosis, there has l>ecn a most 
marked and gratifying decrease during 
recent years in the mortality from this 
disease. In only a decade—from 1904 
to 1914—the death rate from tubercu- 
losis In all its forms fell from 200.7 t 
140.8 per 100,000, the decline being con 
tlnuous from year to year. This is 
drop of more than 23 per cent."

Rent Moratorium Contidered. 


Ten d;»y» ago Premier Asqultb stated 


that the government had no intention 
of instituting n rent moratorium, but 
fllnce pressed tbe'feorernmeut. through 
Lloyd-George, lias stated that mx-h u 
proposal Is under consideration. But 
this won't meet the grievances of the 
wlvcfi, who arc Instating that n uiorn- 
toriiWii would not prevent the breaking 
>ip of homes created by years of ban! 
work. They ground their protest on 
the fact that husbands were induced to 
attest under J.ord Derby's guarantee 
that married men would not be failed 
up till all the •single men had Joined the 
colors, and they point out that nearly 
1,000.000 single lueu remain unaffected 
because they n'-o working in munitions 
factories or in tlie reserved occupa- 
tions.
